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REMARKS 

This Amendment is filed in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1.1 16 in response to the 
Final Office Action dated December 30, 2004. All objections and rejections are respect- 
fully traversed. 

Claims 1-14 and 16-25 are in the case. 

Claims 26-38 have been canceled without prejudice. 

Claims 1-14 and 16-25 have been allowed by the Examiner. 

At paragraph 2 of the Final Office Action, claims 26 and 38 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. §101 as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 26 and 38 have 
been canceled without prejudice. 

At paragraph 3 of the Final Office Action, claims 27, 31, 33, 37, and 38 were re- 
jected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Microsoft Windows 95 Resource 
Kit, Microsoft Press, 1995, pages 656-658. Claims 27, 31, 33, 37, and 38 have been can- 
celed without prejudice. 

At paragraph 4 of the Final Office Action, claims 28-30, 32, 34, and 35 were re- 
jected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Microsoft Windows 95 Re- 
source Kit, Microsoft Press, 1995, pages 656-658 in view of Capps, U.S. Patent No. 
6,397,31 1. Claims 28-30, 32, 34, and 35 have been canceled without prejudice. 

All independent claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. 
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All dependent claims are believed to be dependent from allowable independent 
claims, and therefore in condition for allowance.
